And so the tariff makes our woolen man 


Dfacturers pay 11 cents more for each ponm 
of wool, does it? Does that add to the cos 
of the woolen garment? It has not yet 
been claimed that our woolen manufacturers 
pay this increased price for raw materia 
and then forget to charge it up to the con- 
sumer. It is only the foreigner who pay! 
our bills whenever he is given anoppor 
tunity. 
Our woolen manufacturer lives 


principally in New England, and no promi 
nent citizen in that part of the country has 
jet been charged with the particular form 
of insanity that hankers for a chance to pay 
other people's bills. If that manufacturer 
has to pay an extra 11 cents on each pound 
of raw material he uses we can set it down 
that it will be charged up to us as soon as 
we conclude to try some of the manufactured 
article. 


This may make an Ohio man laugh, but 


how about the rest of us? It seems that the 
laugh is on us. And we have people in Il.i 
nois who can't afford to pay the price that 
is demanded for woolen goods. The girls 
in Chicago who work 15 hours a day and 
get $2 30 a week are among those who cai't 
buy woolen goods. And there are parents 
in this town wbo are compelled to dress 
their children in cotton. The laugh of the 
Ohio man may not make these people smile. 


According to McKmley, the Ohio man is 


now getting 11 cents more for each pound 
of wool he sells than he would it the tariff 
were removed. But the 11 cents is not 
enough; the Ohio man wants a still higher 
duty. He would like to make the 11 cents 
20; he has got tired of laughing, he wants 
to »end up a jolly roar for a while. Ha 
thinks he can stand it if we can; and the 
republican party goes to him and says that 
we are just fools enough to be delighted 
with the scheme.

A fEW CLAIMS. 


The New York republicans bay that the 


revenue legislation of the Fifty-first con- 
gre-s Las resulted "in better prices to the 
farmer for the products of the soil."

NEW YOKK, Sept. 18.-K. G. Dun & 


Co.'a weekly review of trade says: Al. 
returns of the condition of business are 
encouraging. 
There is no room foi 


doubt about the improvement in trade. 
From nearly every city reporting then 
comes the same cheering information 
that business is better and prospects 
brighter. Ac Boston business is increas 
ing. 
At Philadelphia the tone of tht 


iron market has mucu improved. Busi- 
ness is encouraging at Buffalo, decidedly 
improving at Cincinnati aud Cleveland, 
and it may be noted that at eastern 
points generally some improvement is 
seen in the collections. Receipts of wheat 
at Chicago are five times those of last 
year; of corn double, of rye seven times, 
and of oats aud dressed beef about a 
third larger, with some increase in wool, 
while a decrease of a third appears in 
barley and cured meats. 


General Improvement in the -South. 
Dry goods sales in Chicago in August 


were the largest ever known; the cloth- 
ing trade there is very large, with fair col 
lections, and the shoe trade is excellent. 
Money is also plentiful for legitimate 
trade. At Milwaukee business is satis 
factory. At Minneapolis sales of lumber 
are large, with prices stiff, and receipts of 
wheat 1,400,000 bushels, against 80fl,OOC 
bushels last year. At St. ljaul improve- 
luents are seen, and prospects are bright- 
er. At St. Louis shipments of money to 
the cotton states are increasing, but the 
market is comparatively easy. At Denver 
trade improves, and also at Kansas Cay. 
Even at the south the improvement is 
general, especially at Memphis, Savannah 
and Atlanta, and at New Orleans trade is 
more active; rice being especially strong, 
and money iu good demand. 


Wilt-lit KluorU Conlinue Large. 


The enormous receipts of wheat have 


depressed the prices at one time below ?1 
per bushel at New York. At western 
points the receipts thus far have been 
much more than double last year's, and 
for this week have been 5,000,000 bushels 
in four days. The exports continue large, 
but the belief is growing that foreign 
crops are not quite no short as has been 
reported, though short enough to cause an 
unprecedented demand from this country. 
Thus the price of wheat has fallen 5>f 
cents during the past week, with sales of 
only 22,000,000 bushels. The fall since the 
highest point in August ha* been IB cents 
here and 19 cents in Chicago, and this 
week there has been a semi-panic abroad, 
as the new crop presses heavily upon mar- 
kets overloaded with American purchases. 
At Liverpool the price dropped 7.V* cents, 
and foreigners have ceased buying here. 
Coru declined but little, aud oats only 1 
cent.
